The Armament Conference opening at Washington tomorrow is 
the most important consultation ever held in the history of the world. 
Never was the world so utterly weary of war. 
Never have so many wars appeared to be hovering over the horizon. 


the furious race to build engines of 


war. the people of the world are crying pitifully for peace. 


Unless something is done to stop 
this race of armaments, the whole 
world is due to bleed to death finan- 
cially—not to mention the great 
probability of bringing on an era of 
world wars. 

President Harding has called this 
meeting of the great powers to see 
if an agreement cannot be made to 
put some kind of limit on warship 

ulilding. 

There has never been any s 
tion’ of actual disarming. 
Harding is a practical man dealing 


ing for millenniums. 


It is obvious that none of the na- 


tions now threatened by wars can 
disarm or limit their armaments un- 
til the causes of friction are re- 
moved. 

WHAT CAUSES WARS. 

Wars are not brought about by 
hatreds or sudden paasions. They 
are the climax of progressive con- 
ditions. There are in the Pacific 
right now certain conditions which 
diplomats know by bitter experience 
finally must blossom into wars. 

The real purpose of this confer- 
ence, therefore, is to find out if these 
conditions cannot be adjusted in 
some Way by frankness and consul- 
tation. 

The various nations who have ac- 
cepted the call to the conference

ULTIMATUM 
IN CHICAGO. 


Employing Printers Intend 
to Start Forty-cight-Hour 
Week; Union Threat Defied 


(EXCLUSIVE DisPaTcH. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—Six hundred 
employing printers, members of the 
Franklyn Typothetae of Chicago, de- 
fied a strike threat today by re- 
asserting their refusal to grant a 
wage increase and announcing that 
‘the working week will be extended 
trom forty-four to forty-eight hours, 
beginning next Monday. 

The printing trade unions 
asked for a new scale, increasing 
the average weekly wage from 
$45.65 to almost $60. with no change 
in hours. The employers insist that 
the printers must accept s eu to 
$40. or an extension of working time 
to forty-eight hours a week. 

The five-year wage agreement 
now in effect expires at midnight 
next Monday. The Franklin Typo- 
thetae have announced that the 
forty-eight-hour week, .with no 
change in wages, will be effective 
after that time, unless the unions 
‘negotiate a more satisfactory ar- 
‘rangement. 

The employers base their ulti⸗ 
matum on the following assertions: 

| That wages are already 100 per 
cent higher than in 1916. 

Fat the forty-eight-hour week 
prevails in all cities with which 
Chicago competes. 

That lower production costs in 
competing cities have diverted busi- 
ness from Chicago plants. 

That a demand for higWer wages 
is not justified at this time when 
wages in other industries are de- 
clining. 

The ultimatum, as stated in resolu- 
tions adopted by the Franklin Typo- 
thetae is as follows: 

“That unless negotiations «a 
satisfactorily consummated with the 
various printing trades unions on or 
before Monday, November 14, the 
forty-eight-hour week will obtain in 
the plants of the Franklin associa- 
tion and the present weekly wage 
will prevail.” 

The dispute affects only commer- 
cial printing establishments. News-
